COWED, BUT SILENT 


THE CHICAGO ANARCHISTS REFUSE TO 
BETRAY THE FUGITIVES. 


Curcaco, May 10.—The detectives of the 
central office yesterday continued their efforts 
to obtain information that would convict the 
man who threw the bomb at last Tuesday 
night’s meeting, and also as to the where- 
abouts of Parsons. Abouta dozen anarchists 
who had been arrested in various parts of the 
city were taken into Lieut. Shea’s private 
office and submitted to a eve coross-exami- 
nation, but just what was extracted from them 
is not known. Among the number were 
Fischer, who is thought to be the man who 
threw the bomb; Brown, who was arrested on 
the West Side, and Apel, who was arrested 
by the West Lake street police. Fischer 
was confronted witheach oneofthese men. 
They all knew him intimately, but none would 
state that he was the right party. The police, 
however, say that they obtained a great deal 
of information against him, and that they will 
convict him when they bring him to trial. Dur- 
ing the examination of the other prisoners, 
Fischer was at times left in the outer office, 
under the guard of several of the detectives. 
He refused to talk, and nearly all the time 
kept his eyes on the floor, He does not enjoy 
hig present position, and although there is no 
doubt that heis terribly frightened, he will 
not say anything that is likely to be used 
against him or any other person. He ate his 
dinner in the outer office, and while lifting the 
food to his month his hand trembled, and 
it was only with great difficulty that..he was 
able to swallow a mouthful. His wife and two 
children who live in North Wood street are in 
a starving condition. He is said to have spent 
all his money with the anarchist society to 
which he belonged, instead of contributing to 
their support. The examination lasted until 
late in the evening, when all but five of the 
prisoners were allowd to depart. These five 
will de put through the same cross-examina- 
tion to-day. a 

REVIVING THE ARBITER:ZEITUNG. 

CuicaGo, May 10.—The Central Labor Union 
held a long secret session yesterday. Oommit- 
tees from the several groups reported upon 
their condition, and upon the advisability of 
continuing the publication of the Arbeiter- 
Zeitung. Lengthy speeches were made upon 
the recent outrages, and the police were 


} heartily abused, while a guard saw that none 


of them came within hearing. The result of 
the long conference was important to the 
Union. It was decided that the Arbeiter-Zeitung 
should change its name, but no direct sepecifi- 
cations providing for a ch of character 
were made. It will hereafter known as the 
Volks Zeitung, and is to be modeled after the 
Volks Zeitung of New Tork. 9 com mit- 
tees were appointed to visit the ns belong- 
ing to the Central Labor Union to raise money 
to equip a new printing-house and job office 
for the Volks Zeitung. The Executive Council 
also resolved to publish the paper under its 
direct supervision as the organ of Trades’ 
Unions. ntil such time as the new office 
shall be fully equipped the Zeitung will not be 
issued. Members of the Union figure that they 
have adherents enough to 9 the paper 
on the basis of an issue of 12,000. Oscar Neebe 
will be the general manager. It is promised 
that the Spies zang shall have nothing to do 
with the new paper. 
THE FOUNDRY MEN’S STRIKE. 

At a mass meeting of foundry men it was 
decided to work eight hours or not at all. 
The action ofthe manufacturers was reported 
tothe meeting but the men claimed their em- 
— — were not united while they were in 

armony. A committee of five was appointed 
to take charge of the strike and act with the 
strike committees of the machinists and other 
metal workers. It was reported that nine 
firms had adopted the eight-hour day with 
en — hour wages and double pay for extra 
work, 

It was announced that the Malleable Iron 
Works had compromised with its 800 employes, 
giving nine hours’ pay for pay for eight hours 
work, and that the works would resume to- 


day. 
The laboring mon oc Pullman held a meeting 
to discuss the eight-hour question and to de- 
cide upon some course of action. 

District Master Workman Murphy of the 
Knights of Labor said eight hours’ workjshould 
be secured and let the matter of wages take 
care of itself. The recent trouble in Chicago 
was not caused by 1 5 labor, but by an 
unorganized rabble at had no regard for 
law, order or humanity.

Turkey vs. Greece, 
CRITICAL STATE OF AFFAIRS. 

ATHENS, May 10.—The King has written a 
letter to Premier DeLyannis, holding him re- 
sponsible for the present condition of affairs 
in Greece. 

The foreign fleet, with the exception of one 
vessel of each Power, has left Suda Bay and 
has completed the blockade of the Greek 
coast. The Government has warned all ves- 
sels that if they leave port it will be at their 
own risk. The issue of shipping papers has 
been stopped. The commercial worid is ex- 
cited. 

There was slight firing on the frontier to-day 
by Greek troops in disobedience to orders. 
Quiet was soon restored. 

AN UNJUSTIFIABLE ACT.

VAN WYCK'S SURRENDER. 

Itis announced in current dispatches 
that Senator Van Wrcx’s virtue, after 
withstanding all other seductive or bull- 
dozing appliances and roosting conspicu- 
ously high above the strictly personal 
considerations that make so many Sen- 
ators the servitors of the great corpora- 
tions, has yielded at last to a big bribe 
offered to his State, 

Senator Van Wyck has been a great 
stick ler for the strict enforcement of the 
Thurman act and all other laws restrict- 
ing railroad managers. The Pacific Rail- 
road lobby had no fear of his influence 
in the Senate, the palladium of mill- 
ionaire and monopoly influence; but the 
spectacle of a Nebraska Republican Sen- 
ator grappling with railroad influence as 
Vax Wyck does, put backbone into some 
weak and wavering Western men, and 
menaced with defeat and disaster the 
Pacific Railroad lobby’s plans for captur- 
ing the Democratic House. In order 
to paralyze Van Wyck, the Union 
Pacific offered Nebraska 800 miles 
of new branch roads, admirably locat- 
ed to combine the most influen- 
tial local interests, and the only con- 
dition exacted was the release of 
the road from the restrictive legislation 
which prevents the company from divert- 
ing ite earnings to unlimited railroad 
building while leaving its huge indebted- 
ness to the Government unpaid and unse- 
cured. VAN WYCK was accordingly caught 
at home by the Omaha Board of Trade 
and bulldozed by the representatives of 
such potent local interests that it is said 
he weakened and promised that, for the 
sweet boon of 800 miles of new branches 
promised to his State, he will help to re- 
lease the company from its legal shackles. 
He still growled about the course of the 
Gould management in unloading a lot of, 
bankrupt and non-paying branches upon 
the Union Pacific, in gross violation of 
law andof the just dues of the Govern- 
ment creditor; but, inasmuch as Mr. 
GOULD has put the road under honest 
management for the present, Mr. VAN 
Wyck would let down the bars for more 
bankrupt and non-paying branches if 800 
miles thereof were to be apportioned as 
Nebraska’s share of the grab! 

It is by such timely and shrewdly placed 
bribes for local interests that the railroads 
have carried all their points and built up 
their overshadowing power in this coun- 
try. Never in vain does the fowler spread 
that sort of net in sight of any bird. The 
bird invariably sails right in and gets his 
toes securgly fastened in the meshes, and 

ldisure. The House Com- 

fié Railroads has already 
reported unanimously in . favor of tearing 
up the Thurman act, going into a new 
settlement with the Pacific Roads and 
granting now, twelve years before the 
bonds mature, a seventy-years’ extension 
of the $105,000,000 those roads owe the peo- 
ple. Unlimited branch building is one of 
the bribes with which the House is to be 
induced to make that loan practically a 
gift. What other corrupting influences 
will be exerted we may not know for 
years, but the Pacific Rallroad lobby is 
more energetic than it ever was before, 
and there are indications that itis doing 
very effective work jn the way of capt- 
uring Democrats and making the House 
as subservient as the Senate.

THE TENTH OF MAY. 


One reason why itis very proper for the 
people of St. Loy!s to celebrate the 10th of 
May, is because it gives them an oppor- 
tunity of proving that they are much 
more sensible than they were twenty-five 
years ago. 

Twenty-five years ago a great many 
otherwise intelligent*citizens of St. Louis 
were in favor of taking the great State of 
Missouri out of the Union. On the other 
hand, a great many patriotic citizens were 
in favor of punishing Secessionists for the 
mistaken, opinions which they honestly 
held.

New York, May 10.—In the State of New 
Jersey the laws are excessively severe against 
any kind of gambling, or anything akin to 
swindling. It may be said, indeed, that the State 
is freer from such vices than most any other 
in the country. During the past few days, 
however, many of its respectable citizens, and 
others not entitled to that designation, have 
received batches of circulars from an Eastern 
puritanical State, enlightening their readers 
upon the subject of card-cheating, palming, 
dice-throwing and other devices for 
entrapping the unwary, decefving confiding 
and innocent people, and generally taking 
advantage of the simple-minded. These in- 
teresting documents relate, in a very straight- 
forward manner, all the schemes which have 
been invented by their author, with alist of 
tricks, appliances and instructions. Pi- 
Gently, from the frank manner in which they 
speak they were intended to fall only into the 
hands of crooked people, but any evil in- 
clined person, by perusing them, would de- 
velop into a most accomplished swindler.
